50-Acre Blaze On Pilot 
Creek Is Attributed 
To Smoking Deer Hunter 


Eldorado Forest’s outstanding re- 
cord for a minimum fire loss this 
season was knocked galley west on 
Saturday afternoon when flames 
raced through upward of fifty acres 
of brush and cut-over land on Pi- 
lot Creek near Uncle Tom’s. 

The fire, attributed to the care- 
lessness of a smoking hunter, broke 
out early in the afternoon and was 
controlled by evening through the 
combined efforts of forest service 
fire crews and employees of the 
Michigan-California Lumber Com-
